>8ir, — I have  the  honour  to  reipiest  you  to 
inform  your  Ministers  that  His  Majesty  the  King 
has  been  i)leased  to  institute  a Medal  styled  “The 
King’s  Police  Medal,”  to  bi'  awardi'd  to  members 
of  the  Constabulaiy  Forces  and  Eire  Brigades 
throughout  His  Majesty’s  Dominions  and  in 
Teri’itories  under  His  Protection  or  .Tiirisdiction, 
in  recognition  of  special  and  exce|)tional  service, 
heroism,  or  devotion  to  duty. 

2.  I enclose  a copy  of  the  Royal  Warrant 
instituting  the  Medal  and  of  the  Regulations 
governing  its  award. 

3.  Members  of  all  recognised  Police  Forces  and 
members  of  all  regularly  organist'd  Fire  Brigades 
will  be  eligible  ])rovided  that  the  services  for  which 
they  are  recommended  satisfy  the  conditions  of  the 
regulations,  which  are  as  follows: — 

(a.)  Conspicuous  gallantry  in  saving  life  and 
I)roperly,  or  in  preventing  crime  or  arresting 
criminals;  the  risks  incurred  to  be  estimated  witli 
due  regard  to  the  obligations  and  duties  of  the 
officer  conceriH'd  :

And  whereas  We  are  desirous  of  distinguishing 
such  meritorious  conduct  by  some  mark  of  Our 
Royal  favour :

And  every  person  to  whom  the  said  Medal 
is  given  shall  before  receiving  the  same  enter  into 
an  agreement  to  return  the  same,  if  his  name  shall 
he  so  erased  as  aforesaid  under  this  regulation, 
it  is  hereby  further  declared  that.  ^Ve,  Our  Heirs 
and  Successors,  shall  he  the  sole  judges  of  the  cir- 
cumstances demanding  such  forfeiture.

3.  Each  list  shall  contain  the  name  and  rank  of 
each  pei'son  recommended,  the  Police  Force  or 
Fire  Brigade  of  which  he  is  or  was  a member,  and 
particulars  of  the  action  or  service  for  which 
the  grant  of  the  Medal  is  recommended. 

4.  The  number  of  Medals  awarded  in  any  one 
year  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  and  twenty,  of 
which  at  the  most  forty  shall  be  awarded  for 
service  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain 
and  Ireland,  the  Channel  Islands,  and  the  Isle  of 
Man,  thirty  for  service  in  His  Majesty's  Dominions 
beyond  the  Seas,  and  fifty  for  service  in  the  Empire 
of  India. 

5.  In  very  special  circumstances,  which,  in  His 
Majesty’s  opinion,  would  justify  an  exceptional 
grant.  Ills  Majesty  may  award  Medals  exceeding 
the  above  number. 

6.  The  qualifications  for  the  grant  of  the  Medal 
shall  be  a-s  follows ; — 

(a.)  Conspicuous  gallantry  in  saving  life  and 
property,  or  in  preventing  crime  or  arresting 
criminals ; the  risks  incurred  to  be  estimated  with 
due  regard  to  the  obligations  and  duties  of  the 
officer  concerned  : 

A specially  distinguished  record  in  admin- 
istrative or  detective  service : 

(c. ) Success  in  organising  Police  Forces  or 
Fire  Brigades  or  Departments,  or  in  maintaining 
their  organisation  under  special  difficulties; 

(rf. ) Special  services  in  dealing  with  serious 
or  widespread  outbreaks  of  crime  or  public  disorder, 
or  of  fire ; 

(e.)  Valuable  political  and  secret  services: 

(/. )_  Special  services  to  Royalty  and  Heads  of 
States’: 

{g.)  Prolonged  service;  but  only  when  dis- 
tinguished by  very  exceptional  ability  and  merit.

ApprortnJ  hy  Ontir  of  lli.s  Honour  the  IJcntenant- 
(Sorernor  in  Vonnril,  iliiteil  the  Kith  day  of  March, 
1910. 

1.  Eveiy  owner,  les.see,  tenant  and  manager  of  any 
hotel,  tenement-house,  boarding-house,  or  lodging- 
house  shall  cause  every  room  thereof,  in  which  any 
person  may  sleep,  dwell  or  work,  to  be  adequately 
lighted  and  ventilated,  and  kept  in  a cleanly  and 
wholesome  condition. 

2.  Every  per.son  who  is  owner,  lessee,  or  keeper,  or 
manager  of  any  hotel,  tenement-house,  boarding-house 
or  lodging-house  shall  provide,  or  cause  to  be  pro- 
vided, water-closets  where  approved  sewer  system  is 
available,  or  adequate  privies,  and  same  shall  at  all 
times  be  kept  in  a cleanly  and  wholesome  condition, 
and  located  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer,  or  Health  Officer  duly  appointed  by  the  Pro- 
vincial Board  of  Health  : 

3.  All  privies  are  to  be  located,  constructed  and 
maintained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Health 
Officer,  or  Health  Officer  duly  appointed  hy  the  Pro- 
vincial Board  of  Health  : 

4.  Privy- vaults  or  cesspools  are  forbidden: 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  owner,  tenant,  lessee, 
occupant  or  pei'son  in  charge  of  any  house,  building  or 
place  of  business  to  provide,  or  cause  to  be  provided, 
separate  receptacles  for  receiving  and  holding,  with- 
out leakage,  garbage  and  liquid  refuse  that  may 
accumulaU.  The  receptacles  shall  be  constructed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Health  Officer,  and  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  covers,  and  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in 
such  a condition  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Health 
Officer  : 

6.  The  grounds  under  and  around  all  buildings  shall 
be  kept  clean  and  free  from  all  refuse  or  rubbish  by 
the  owner,  tenant  or  occupier  : 

7.  No  pile  or  deposit  of  manure,  dirt  or  garbage,  or 
any  accumulation  of  any  offensive  substance  shall 
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be  made  in  any  place  without  the  consent  of  the  Health 
Officer  : 

8.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  these 
regulations  shall  be  liable,  upon  sumniar^f  conviction 
before  anjf  two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  for  every  such 
offence,  to  a tine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars, 
with  or  without  costs,  or  to  imprisonment,  with  or 
without  hard  labour,  for  a term  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  to  both  fine  and  imprisoment,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  convicting  Court.

.3.  All  privies  shall  have  a box  near  seat  in  which 
dry  earth  or  ashes  are  placed,  with  a small  trowel  so 
that  users  can  sprinkle  contents  of  bucket  after  stool: 

4 The  receptacle  must  always  be  free  from  objec- 
tionable odour  and  must  nev'er  be  allowed  to  become 
eompletel^'  full,  and  in  all  eases  must  be  cleaned  out 
at  least  'iiice  every  week.

HIS  Excellency  in  Council  is  pleased  to  order 
that  the  Regulations^  established  by  the 
Order  in  Council  of  the  17th  January,  1010,  for 
the  issue  of  permits  to  remove  sand,  stone,  and 
gravel,  the  property  of  the  Crown,  from  the  sub- 
merged beds  of  rivers  and  lakes  in  Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  the  North-West  Terri- 
tories, and  within  the  railway  belt  in  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia,  shall  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  amended  as  follows  ; — 

1.  The  word  “ submerged  ” shall  be  struck  out 
from  the  said  regulations  wherever  it  occurs. 

2.  Section  5 of  the  said  regulations  is  rescinded 
and  the  following  substituted  therefor : — 

5.  The  right  granted  under  the  permit  shall  apply 
only  to  the  bars  in  or  the  bed  of  the  river  or  lake 
itself  below  the  ordinary  high-water  level,  and  shall 
not  authorise  the  permittee  to  remove  sand,  stone 
or  gravel  from,  or  otherwise  interfere  with  or 
affect  in  any  way  the  security  of  the  banks  of  the 
river  or  lake,  or  of  any  structures  erected  in  the 
said  river  or  lake,  and  the  permit  shall  be  subject 
to  immediate  cancellation  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Minister  in  case  it  is  shown  that  the  operations  of 
the  permittee  in  the  removal  of  the  sand,  stone  or 
gravel  are  likely  to  affect  the  banks  of  the  said 
river  or  lake,  or  to  endanger  in  any  way  the 
security  thereof.

\'ancouver  I’ower  Company  in  connc'clion  with  a 
reservation  of  (he  lands  comiirising  (he  ca(chment 
basin  or  drainage  area  of  Coipiidain  Lake,  in  (he 
Railway  Bell,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia: 

And  whereas  the  City  of  New  M’ostminster 
obtains  its  water  supjily  from  Coquitlam  Lake  and 
has  apjilied  for  a large  area  surrounding  the  lake 
to  protect  and  preserve  its  water  supply  from  con- 
tamination : 

And  whereas  the  Vancouver  Power  Company 
uses  Coquitlam  Lake  for  reservoir  and  storage 
purposes  in  connection  with  its  water-power 
development  on  the  North  Arm  of  Burrard  Inlet, 
and  has  applied  for  a reservation  of  all  the  lands 
with  timber  thereon  draining  into  Coquitlam  Lake  in 
order  that  the  rainfall  may  be  conserved  and  the 
run-off  regulated : 

And  whereas  an  engineer  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior,  after  a personal  inspection,  reports  : 
“ It  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  all  concerned 
if  the  Department  extended  the  reservation  of  the 
land  immediately  surrounding  Coquitlam  Lake, 
applied  for  by  llie  ('ity  of  New  Westminster,  to 
contain  all  the  lands  within  the  lake’s  catchment 
basin.  The  rainfall  is  very  heavy  over  the  Coquit- 
lam Lake  District  with  a consequent  heavy  run-off. 
The  water  supply  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster 
and  the  increa.sing  requirements  of  the  Vancouver 
Power  Company  for  water  for  power  purposes 
renders  necessary  the  conserving  and  protection  of 
the  forest  cover  on  all  land  draining  into  Coquit- 
lam Lake  in  order  that  the  run-off  may  be  gradual 
and  constant.  There  are  at  present  no  settlers 
within  the  Coquitlam  Lake  drainage  area,  and  it 
would  be  advisable  if  entry  into  this  area  for  any 
purpase  except  that  of  the  Power  Company  and  the 
City  of  Now  Westminster  be  upon  permission  of 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior.  No  accurate  survey 
of  the  height  of  land  surrounding  Coquitlam  Lake 
has  been  made,  but  from  reconnaissance  and  explora- 
tory surveys  by  the  engineers  of  the  Vancouver 
Power  Company  the  following  townships  will  very 
nearly  cover  the  watershed  of  Coquitlam  Lake, 
viz.  : — 

“ W.  % Fractional  Township  4,  Range  6,  west 
7th  Meridian. 

“ W.  % and  N.E.  14  of  Township  5,  Range  G, 
west  7th  Meridian. 

“ Township  G,  Range  G,  west  7th  Meridian. 

“ Fi'actional  Township  7,  Range  G,  west  7th 
Meridian. 

“ Sections  1,  12,  13,  24,  25,  and  3G  in  Fractional 
Township  5,  Range  7,  west  7th  Meridian.” 

Therefore,  His  Excellency  in  Council,  in  view  of 
the  report  made  by  the  Departmental  Engineer,  in 
view  of  the  necessity  for  the  protection  of  the  water 
supply  of  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  and  in 
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view  of  the  necessity  for  conserving  and  regulating 
the  run-off  of  the  said  watershed,  is  pleased  to 
order,  and  it  is  hereby  ordered,  that  the  land 
described  above,  excepting  thereout  the  laud  sold 
and  to  be  sold  and  leased  to  the  Vancouver  Power 
('ompany  for  the  purposes  of  its  power  develop-

The  Minister  of  the  Interior,  under  date  of  the 
1st  March,  1910,  refers  to  the  Order  in  Coun- 
cil, dated  September  9th,  1909,  relating  to  the 
water-power  development  at  Coquitlam  Lake,  in 
the  Railway  Belt  of  British  Columbia,  by  the  Van- 
couver i’ow'er  Company,  and  particularly  to  the  last 
paragraph  of  the  said  Order,  in  which  approval  is 
given  of  the  plans  of  the  dam  and  works  of  the 
proposed  further  development  of  the  said  Vancou- 
ver Power  Company’s  hydraulic  undertaking,  but  on 
the  express  understanding  that  nothing  in  the  said 
Order  contained  shall  warrant  the  said  Company 
in  claiming  the  granting  by  this  Government  of 
rights  in  the  waters  of  Coquitlam  Lake  and  River, 
additional  to  those  granted  by  Order  in  Council, 
dated  15th  April,  1902,  except  under  Regulations 
which  shall  be  similar  to  those  now  in  force  govern- 
ing the  administration  of  w'ater-power  in  connection 
with  the  Dominion  Lands  in  Manitoba,  Saskatche- 
wan, and  Alberta,  and  in  the  issuing  of  a licence 
for  the  use  of  water  to  the  said  Company,  such 
licence  shall  coufoi’m  to  clauses  1,  2,  3,  5,  (i,  7,  S, 
and  10  of  the  said  Regtilations. 

The  Minister  states  that  subsection  “ F ” of 
clause  8 of  the  Regulations  referred  to  in  the  .said 
last  paragraph  of  the  Order  in  Council  contemplates 
the  return  of  the  water  diverted  for  power  purposes 
to  the  stream  or  other  source  of  water  of  the  amount 
so  diverted,  but  in  the  case  of  the  Vancouver  Power 
Company  the  works  alreatly  completed  by  the  Com- 
pany divert  a portion  of  the  waters  of  Coquitlam 
l.ake  used  for  power  purposes  by  means  of  a tunnel 
about  two  and  one-half  miles  long  to  a smaller 
lake  naiuedi  Lake  Buntzen,  and  from  thence  to  the 
North  Arm  of  Burrard  Inlet.  These  works  were 
carried  out  under  authority  of  the  Government  of 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  and  authority 
having  been  also  sought  from  this  Government,  such 
authority,  by  way  of  quit-claim  without  warranty 
of  title,  was  given. 

I’lie  Minister  repre.scnis  that  the  plans  for  the 
further  development  of  the  hydraulic  undertaking 
of  the  Company,  approved  by  the  said  Order  in 
Council,  require  that  the  water  used  for  power  pur- 
poses will  continue  to  flow  into  the  North  Arm  of 
in  I art!  Inlet. 

I'he  Minister,  therefore,  recommends  that  the 
reference  in  the  said  last  paragraph  of  the  Order 
in  ('ouiieil  to  section  8 of  the  said  Regulations  shall 
iiot  tiiiitly  to  subst'ction  “F"  of  the  said  section  8 
.1)  fitr  as  the  saiil  subsection  is  inconsistent  with 
I'e  desi  n of  the  said  jtlans  to  divert  the  water  as 
aforesaid.

Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Order.8  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

All  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “British  North  America  Act, 
1867,”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line : the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work  : the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company ; or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  require  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  proposed  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants,  such 
notice  to  he  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a newspaper  in  the  next  nearest  District  in  whicL 
a newspaper  is  published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
of  time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
inserting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  he 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such  Bill, 
a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  iiresented  to  the  House, 
together  xcith  the  notices  puhli.fhed.  At  the  time 
of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also  pay 
to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and 
notices  shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the 
hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight 
days  before  the  opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the 
Petition  has  not  been  presented  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  S‘'ssion.  the  amount  to  he  paid  to 
the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill 
.shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half  of  the  fees 
paid  shall  be  returned. 

()0.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Hridge,  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  stich  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  59,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner,  give 
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noticre  of  (ho  ra((‘H  whicli  tlioy  iiitoiitl  (o  ask,  (hi* 
ex(i*ii(  of  (ho  priviloKO,  (ho  lioifjhl  of  (ho  arclios, 
(he  intorval  bo(woon  (lio  ahii(moii(s  or  piors  for  (lio 
passaKfi  of  raf(B  and  vossols,  and  inoiUioniiiK  also 
whodier  (hoy  iiUond  (o  or('o(  a drawl)ridgo  or  no(, 
and  the  dimonsions  of  (ho  saino. 

til.  All  1‘rivato  Hills  for  Acls  of  Jncori)oralion 
shall  he  so  frainod  as  (o  incorporale  by  roforonco 
(he  (dausos  of  (he  (Jonoral  Ac(s  rolatiuj;  (o  (he 
do(ails  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Hills  : — Special 
Kiounds  shall  ho  ostablished  for  any  i)roi)osed 
departure  from  (his  princii)te,  or  for  (he  inlroduc- 
tion  of  other  previsions  as  to  such  dolails,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
not  frajued  in  accordance  with  this  Rule  shall  bo 
re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in 
Small  Pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  eras,  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  ly^  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  page;  the  numbering  of  (he  lines  is  not 
to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each 
page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  (he 
t'lerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  bof.~T3  the  Committee  on  Pri- 
vate Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April, 
1901,  (see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form 
of  Railway  Bill  is  adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills 
incorporating  railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn 
in  accordance  with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  w’hich  are 
not  in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets. 

Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may  be  pro- 
posed to  insert  in  any  such  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  the  same. 

Under  a new  rule,  see  Journals  7th  March,  1908, 
in  the  case  of  Bills  to  Incoi^porate  Companies,  in 
addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned  in  rule  57, 
fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of  the  company  are 
payable  at  the  same  time.  Further  particulars 
can  be  had  on  application  to  the  undersigned.
